According to a 1057 i&vlot test on aircraft production, there 
are three stages Involved in putting a new item into scries produc- ■ 
tlon: 

1. Preparation for production of an aircraft of new design; 

2. hfastory of the processes of manufacturing a new air- 
craft by the production line; 

3. Series production of the new aircraft and mastery of its 
modification. 

Khrushchev’s statement of 12 November 105S that "produc- 
tion of ICBMs has been set up successfully" clearly implied that 
stage 2 above had been completed. Kis etatomcr.t of 27 January 1959, 
as broadcast by fdoscow Home Service, implies further progross; it 
indicates that all preparations for ctr.ge S have been completed and 
perhaps a few ICBT.^s have been serially produced fer delivery to 
operational units. The Associated Press report, although similar, 
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has somewhat stronger Implications.
